MANITUBA  VOTES  ON  JUNE  16 


More  than  average  national  interest  in  a 
provincial  election  Is  centred  on  the  contest  In 
ifanltobtowhtch  takes  place  on  June  18.  This  Is 
the  first  provincial  election  to  be  held  under  the 
Stress  of  economic  conditions  tliat  have  devel- 
oped during  the  past  twelve  months.  Premier 
Bracken  and  his  Progressives  have  been  in  power 
In  Manitoba  for  the  past  ten  years.  On  the  eve 
of  the  late  dissolution  of  the  Legislature,  realiz- 
ing his  course  at  the  polls  would  be  fraught  with 
difficulty,  he  entered  into  u  wurlclng  alliance  with 
tht  Ubtrals  and  has  now  takeh  three  members 
of  that  party  into  his  Cabinet.  The  fight  In  Man- 
itoba is  between  a  Prog^ressive -Liberal  alliance 
and  the  Conservatives  undtr  the  leadership  of 
Colonel  F.  O  Taylor 

In  1927  the  Braclten  forces  were  returned  to 
ptwtr  with  little  or  no  tigns  of  having  lost  the 
confidence  of  the  province.  Out  of  a  membership 
of  fUty-ftve  in  the  Legislature,  the  Progressives 
returned  twenty-nine,  afld.  In  tht  Chltf  Issues 
that  have  eventuated  since,  they  have  had  the 
support  of  five  Liberal  members.  The  Conserv- 
atives In  tht  latt  Ltgldaturt  totalled  fifteen. 
There  were  three  Laborltes  and  two  Indepen- 
dents. The  Conservatives  in  the  present  election 
art  eonttetlng  praetleally  all  ctmsHtntncItt,  tven 
those  rural  ones  where  in  the  past  their  chances 
were  regarded  as  hopeless.  There  Is  no  doubt 
thai  thty  have  gained  strength  m  tht  pravlnct. 
parllottlarly  In  tht  cltlts.

Internationally,  which  will  go  on  working 
and  producing  price  stabUity.  despite  folly  and 
Ignorance  and  itetlonal  dHadvantagei,  fer  the 
gtntral  good."

LESSON  or  LimmRRGH  TRAGEDY 


The  Lindbergh  baby  kidnapping  an^  murder 
lias  been  a  ninety -day  mystery  In  the  United 
0tatc8.  and  now  Interest  has  almost  subsided  to 
vanl.shing  point.  It  will  not  be  revived  unleas  and 
until  the  kldnapper.<(  are  caught.  It  Is  a  ques- 
tion of  how  deep  the  lesson  of  that  aw/ul  hap- 
penlns;  has  sunk  So  far  there  are  no  particular 
illustrations  of  a  national  determination  to  put 
a  period  to  the  breaking  up  of  laws;  no  epic 
rising  of  the  people  In  defence  of  Justice  and 
honor.  The  nation  Is  Immersed  In  its  period  of 
depression.  In  too  many  homes  there  is  too  much 
to  think  about  In  other  senses  than  to  siiow  any 
deep  concern  over  the  problem  of  ending  the 
rale  of  evil. 

lEht  kidnapping  incident  served  dramatically. 
In  tht  eyes  of  the  world,  to  illustrate  certain  de- 
ftelt  In  'American  civilization  There  was  no 
tendency  of  any  widespread  character  to  point 
the  finger  of  scorn  at  the  United  States.  What 
happened  there  might  have  happened  elsewhere. 
Til  ere  were,  however,  emotional  reactions- 
horror  at  the  callouaness'ot  the  crime,  pity  for  the 
ftmlly  that  suffered  The  happening  wa.s  an  out- 
standing Instance  of  the  break4oiai^  law  in 
Uie  face  of  organised  crlat.  Thatli  tht  lesson 
which  tht  Aanrlean  people  must  have  appre- 
ciated. 

Outside  the  United  States  the  question  has 
been  asked  repeatedly  as  to  how  to  explain  the 
criifie  situation  In  that  country.  It  has  been 
assigned  by  some  to  Prohibition,  by  othera  to  a 
mixture  of  racea;  to  corruption;  to  the  lawleaa- 
nesA  of  old  plonetltnf  days  persisting  still;  to 
lack  of  tradition,  and  riitlessness  and  Instability. 
Probably  all  thctt  conditions  ar<  <  imtrlbutory 
cause<!  One  American  writing  on  the  subject 
itcrlbeft  ti  l  breakdown  of  law  and  order  as 
agalnly  due  to  the  worship  of  Prosperity.  He  be- 
lleve.«i  It  will  peralat  until  the  United  SUtes  re- 
discovers other  values  and  "rebuilds  those  Instl- 
tWttBtiti  tht  significance  of  whose  decay  has 
hllhtrto  except  by  the  few.  escaped  notice  •

A  two- Inch 
fire  stop  also  would  have  to  be  pro- 
vided, while  doors  on  the  inside  of 
the  garage  would  have  to  be  metal 
lined  and  of  the  type  that  eloae 
of  their  own  aooonL  The  garage 
alao  would  have  to  be  altoatad  at 
some  distance  from  the  furnace. 

Legialatton  m  other  cities  wlU

Speaking  before  the  Klwanls  Club 
yesterday,  A    B   Sjuiders  contended ' 
that  11  was  a  d       put  uix>n  every- 
one to  face  the  problems  which  con- ' 
fronted  the  world  today  and  try  to| 
find  a  cure  for  the  social,  financial 
and   economic  questions.   It  was 
iM>t  enough,  he  said,  to  aay  that 
theae  thinga  had  ooeunrod  before 

morals  of  the  world  demanded  that 
there  should  be  action. 

This  was  a  day,  he  claimed,  when 
platforms  were  collapsing.  The 
bottom  had  dropped  out  of  the  value 
of  commodities.  Banks,  in  conse- 
quence, were  not  advaafllag  fteds 
In  the  lack  of  security. 

There  were  only  two  sciences,  said 
the  speaker,  that  were  eaaentlal. 
Theae  were  biology  and  eoonomics. 
In  the  paat  there  had  bean  a  ne^aet 
of  the  teaoMng  of  the  funottooa  and 
the  use  of  money.  This  saoat  be 
rectified  In  future. 

The  Idea  that  reparations  and 
the  payment  of  war  debts  coul'!  be 
extracted  from  foreign  coi. 
and  that  at  the  .same  time  h  iin 
tlon  could  shut  out  the  Koods  of 
these  same  countries  by  high  tralffs 
was  wrong  In  principle.  The  situa- 
tion had  to  be  rectified.  No  nation 
could  allow  Its  people  to  be  turned 
out  without  the  means  of  gaining 
a  livelihood.  Hie  first  duty  of  any 
syatem  to  be  adopted  was  the  giv- 
ing of  employment  to  the  people  of 
the  country.

The  object  of  the  act  Is  to  pre- 
vent the  owner  of  lands  from  get- 
ting the  labor  and  capital  aC  elMrs 
without  compensation.
